right sor., and in every one they have paid well. A single instance may suince to 
•hew what can be done. Some fevv years since, a full bred marc at an advanced 
age was purchased from the lead of a wagon, where for a long time she had l>een 
•zjiectcd to draw, not only the load, but the vvheelers also; this marc, then old. 
was bought at one hundred and fifty dollars, and put to breeding ; in a few years 
•he and her colts sold (or six thou.sand dollars ; her owner at no time encounter 
ing more than the siinph* expense of breeding and rearing; had he trained h:s 
horses, and availed himself of the best markets, they would have brought him 
more than double the niouev : this is in some degree, though not entirely, wander- 
iig fro n my sulijcct, for \ d.d not intend to write a dissertation on breeding horses, 
but show what 1 deemed the proper course of those already engaged in that 
business. 

Interest is the great balance wheel of society : it moves and controls the whole, 
•nd there would he no difllculty in getting men to pursue the proper course were 
it not f®r the blinding influence of avarice, while in looking too intently on small 
pment cxpondilures, entirely shut out the view of all distant profit. Such is the 
situation of those in o ir country who hold or rear blood stock, and neglect to lake 
iMth your periodical and the Spirit of the Times ; for to the establishment and pub¬ 
lication o^f the liogister we owe the first impulse given to the eslahlishment of 
Jockey Oliihs in our country, and as a consequence, the increased value m all the 
blood stock, and for some years past you have found an able and indefatigable as¬ 
sistant in the Spirit of the Tunes. 

if any min doiilita the influence on the general value which the Turf Register 
bas exerted, let him refer to the price of rare horses, stallions, and brooil marr.i, 
•ome ten years since and now, and he must be worse than an inf del noi to believe ; 
ia truth, at this dav. breeding blood horses has become a mo^i important j>ari of onr; 
tural economy, and he that shall promote it will deserve well of his country. In 
my opinion, the annua! sales of blood stock in the United Slates nearly equals in 
•oio'jnt any of our great-staples, cotton alone excepted, and he that shall promote 
or sustain its value, is a man most justly entitled to consideration and rcs|)cct, and 
it becomes a public duly to reward such labor—and as it is the duly of all, so is it 
likely to be neglected. 

By the aid of the papers above named, the value of horses has been increased 
•t least one thousand per cent. ; their labors benefit many thousands of their fel¬ 
low citizens, who. so far. hare not contributed one cent to either the Turf liegis- 
ler or the Spirit of the Times; this is truly a most short-sighted |K>iicv, for every 
one must see that those papers have mainly contributed to the establishment of 
Joeks^ Clubs —these offer purses, which induce training, remunerate liberally those 
who win, enable them to buy horses at high prices, and others who wish lo share 
the golden harvest follow their example, and purchase at corresponding high prices ; 

this may be said most truly to be the work of two publications, which have 
e^h such a patronage as barely sustains them. Now is it proper that a large por- 
tioB of the community should benefit by the labors of two individuals, and t/um- 
selves coatrAniie nothing? Would any man of just and honorable feelings be 
willing that such should be his position towards another? If he would only lake 
Ike trouble to look into and think upon the matter, I am certain he would not; and 
I am persuaded, if this article could be generally read, y«»ur subscription list, and 
that of the Spirit of the Times, would have a liberal increase of names. 

While on the subject of neglect, permit me to notice that of the newspaper 
editors generally. Many of ihcin exchange with the Turf Register and the .*<jjirii 
of the Times, yet we scarcely ever see any notice of, or extract from them : yet 
•re they both of more real service to the country than all the political papers of the 
4aj. If they would only now and then treat their subscri hers lo e.xtracts, it would 
•urelj afford a jileasing variety, and like a pinch of cephalic, rouse them from the 
lethargic influence of a dull editorial. 

I have been induced to mention in the .same paragraph the Register and the 
Bpirit of the Times. No man of spirit, enterprise, or pleasure will be without iliein ; 
m the latter ho will find the earliest intelligence on alt subjects connected with the 

stage ; it is, in short, the sheet calendar of taste and fashion. 

The Turf Register is a inoii'hly condensation of all deemed most important on 
matters connected with the turf, and the care and improvement of blood slock, 
^inted ill the neatest manner, the selections made vviili such attention a.s to divest 
them of many of those errors incident to more hasty publications ; as a register of 
necs and pedigrees, it inav bo referred to as a Icxt-book ; for when an error, 
(aometiines unavoidable.) has crept into one number, it is corrected in the next, 
•0 man need be misinformed. This work, if hound and kepi, may always be 
referred to with advantage and convetiience; and the breeder who is without it. 
■as little chance to know the real value of his horses, and must at the same li-ne 
lOinam ignorant of many things iin|)ortant for him to learn, in the management of 
what IS, or may be the most valuable part of his properly. * A. 

[ The fact that the above was intended for the lienf.-lit of breeders and stock 
owners in general, will excuse its appearance in this periodical, more especially, 
•a the writer irulv remarks, as the newspaper press of the co<intry pay very little 
•UentlOB to the Turf Register, its contents, or its beneficial effects on liie interests 
•f the public. One more remark, and we co-ninit the subject to the jury. The

Among the p.issDngers arrived here last Sunday morning in the steamer Great 
Wes'ern. was tins lady and her husband, .Mr Ciiarlrs M.vTiiK’vg; they look 
lodg ngs at the Asior House, but arc now on a visit to the Springs, recruiting after 
the fatigue of the voyage. As both are about lo make their first appearance m 
this country at the Park theatre, we have thought the following facts, hastily thrown 
togeiher, might not be uninteresting . 

Of the gentlr'nian, little more need be said, than that he “favor* his papa” in 
his style of acting, as well as in his perr'onal appearance. He has just about the 
same length, breadth, and thickness, without hts father's everlasting mercurial 
excitement, his nerves, or his game leg—is what would be termed by many ro¬ 
mantic young ladies “a dear, nice man,” and by police re^Kirters, “an intclligeni 
individual, with interesting features, of almut 30 ycars of ago,”—there or there¬ 
abouts. He plays the sa/ne line of business that in.idc his lamerilcd father so ce¬ 
lebrated on both sides the .Atlantic, and in many of the former’s inimitable peison- 
ations is said to be perfectly “at home.” He brings with him an immense nuin 
ber of new pieces, and the reputation of being one of the most promising comedians 
on the British stage. Turn wo now to the ladv. 

Madame Vestris— Mrs. Mathews, we mean—is destined to be, this winter, 
“ ilie observed of all observers “ the cynosure of ail eves.” For fifteen years 
past slie has “ borne no rival near the throne ” in the personation of her line of 
characters, and her thousand charms of face and figure have b'^en the constant 
theme of song and story, until the name of the gay widow has become familiar as 
a household word, wherever the English language is spoken. She is still in the 
hey-day of life, and if the St. Pancras parish register d:d not inform us of her 
birth in 17U7. the dcacendanis of “ Walter, the Doubter,” would have hardly 
imagined she had attained lo that “ certain age ” so much deprecated by antiquated 
brih's a-id knowing hor«i* dealers 
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Mrs. Mathews was born in I,.ondon in 1797. of foreign parentage, her father 
being an Italian, and son of the celebrated engraver. Bartolozzi, while her mo¬ 
ther was a German lady, a skilful professional pianist. A voungcr sister of hcr's, 
now .Mrs, A.vdkrson, is the wife ol the “ Anderson the 8mgcr,” respecting whose 
appearance at the Park theatre in 1832-3 a great row was got up. which resulted 
in h;s leaving the country. Mrs, Anderson left the Park when her husband was 
hissed olf that stage, and afterwards made an engagement at the Richmond Hill 
till itro, then under the management of the late Rk hard Ulsski.i. of the Camp 
street theatre. New Orleans. Just at this time, and while the whole town was 
up in arms on the subject, our trusty friend “Oun Barxes” left the Park, and 
ass-jined tlie management of the Richmond Hill folly. But nniver.saily popular 
as he. was. he could not make Anderson “go down,” and the very first night tho 
latter made his appearance, he was hissed and )>eltcd, and as Barnes came foiward 
lo address the audience, the rioters seized him. and after carrying him aliout the 
ho.ISC on their shoulders, set him down on the stage, and obliged him lo sing 
“ Barney leave the Girls alone ” for about an hour, when thev gave three cheers ' 
for “ O.d Barnes and quietly dispersed. Mrs. A. played a fevv nights afterwards, | 
and wc recollect her as a most beautiful and accomplished actress, whose unhappy 
situation excited the warmest sympathy. But wc have over run the scent, and 
must cry back, 

Mrs. Matlicws — Miss Eliza Bartolozzi, at the lime of which we are writin*^

—was not educated Avith a view to her adopting the stage as a prolession, nor is 
it probable that her inclination would ever have led her to lake that step, had not | 
accident tlirown in her way M. Akmaxd V'estris, then principal dancer at tho 1 
King’s Theatre. Thi.s gentleman, the pupil and rival of his fatlicr, Auooste Vls- j 
tris, was born in Pans, on the 3d of May, 1787, and made his fir-si u{qiearance 
a.s a dancer on the stage of that capital at the age of 13 vears. He was pre>cutc'd 
lo the public by his father and graudfallier. The latter, who was eiililled “/Ac 
(tod of Dance," had quitted the stage sonie time before, on account of h s ad¬ 
vanced age, but came forward again on thisgratifyiug occasion. .Ml Paris repaired 
to tlie theatre to sec the three Vestris's in the same ballet, and .\kmand was by 
unanimous consent adjudged the crown. He continued for several years to eclipse 
all rivals in most of the capitals of Europe, and at length made his debut on the * 
6th of January, 1809, in a//a.-? de deux with madam Anoiolim, at the Kind's ^ 
[ heatre, where he was the load-star of the season. The renown and atiention.s 
of this gentleman captivated the youthful heart of Miss Bartolozzi, and she was 
married to him at St. Marlin’s in the Fields on the 23th of .lanupry, 1813, ere she 
hud attained (he age of 16 years. This union has not been productive of aiiv 
children. Notwithstanding the nature of M Vestris’s profession, he for some 
time had no intention of introducing his wife to the stage as a performer; but af¬ 
ter the lapse of. a year or two, finding that his circumstances were not in a very 
flourishing condition, he determined upon bringing ber forward as a candidate for 
public favor. She accordingly received a few lessons in singing from .M Gorki, 
and made her first appearance for her husband's benefit at the King s Theatre, on 
Thursday the 20th of July, 1816, as Proxcr/rina, in Wintbk's bea .tiful opera 
“ Il Ratio di Prosperpina." This was ahold undertaking, since the pan bad lieen 
composed expressly lor Grassini, and her excellence was atili vividly recollected 
by the lOAvn. The youth and beauty of Madame Vestris atoned, however, for her 
deficiency in point of talent, and she made a most favorable impression upon a 
crowded audience. 

In a sketch of Madame Vestris written in 1822, and contained in a monthly 
periodical of the day entitled “ The Drama, or Theatrical Pocket Magazine,” wc 
find that in 1815, and, indeed, for several years afterwards she was more indebted 
toller beauty than ber talents for her professional success. “To confess the 
truth,” says the writer, “ ber talents at this period were of a very humble order. 
Her voice by no means possessed the richness it has since acquired, and her act¬ 
ing was limited to crossing her arms gracefully upon her bosom, looking like a 
pretty piece of still life, or giving an Lccasioiial genile wave of her right hand 
during the execution of a song.” VVe gather from the same magazine that she 
remained at the King's Theatre until the close of the season, 1816, when she pro 
cccdcd with her husband to Paris. On the 7ih Dec. of that year she uim<Ia‘ Ih-i 
debut at the Thentre Itahev, in tliatcitv, in her favorite cliarscUT of Proserpt 'U 
to the Ceres of Mrs. Dicko.ns. The Parisian ciiiics, however, were lesa ii.d n- 


r. gent than those of I^ndon; they would not sufler their judgment to be waril^ 
n the fascinations of youth and beauty : and accordingly Madame Vestris n ‘ l 
It assumed her due rank the estimation of the public. ^ •*

‘ succeeded ; the town ran in crowds to see Madame Vestris’s legs, though thl 
had been somewhat lukewarm about her singing, and hundreds “ who** 
mouths at her’’while attired in the becoming dress of her own sex, discov iwi 
that her proportions were most captivating when set oflf to “dvantage by » 

* pair of elastic pantaloons. ™ 

Her fame now spread rapidly, and offers of engagements poured in frogi 
quarters. Indeed from that day in 1821, to the present in .1837, her star 
in the ascendant, and she has enjoyed a greater degree of personal and profenio^ji 
popularity than has fallen to the lot of anyone actress on the stage, with 
single exception perhaps of Mademoiselle Mars. Her vocal and hisirioaie ibih. 
ties have now for many years been acknowledged to be of the very highest order 
and her successful management of the Olympic Theatre in f.a>ndon d ning mv*! 
ral seasons prove her possession of talents of no co n non order. -MiJan'e Vet- 
I tns was long separated from her first husband, who if we mistake not. died o& 

^ the continent some years since. Her marriage with Matthews, consejuent upan 
an cngiigemeni with Mr. Price for the Park, we conceive to have been the ver* 
highest compliment ever paid lo the American ,Stage, overcoming as it did ob¬ 
stacles which she had for years deemed insuperable to the successful prosecafioa 
of her profession in this country. 

Mrs. Mathews it short in stature, but exquisitely formed, with limbs of almoM 
faultless proportions; her face is handsome in repose, but radiant when Ik 
np with light and life, and her arch dark eyes are capable of the most 
cx[»rc8sion. She has moreover a bewitching mouth, which she is well aware of, 
and takes care, we are told, to play off the charms of her lips without mercy opoa 
the “young men about town.” Her voice is a eonir'alto, rich, mellow, a id power¬ 
ful, and she has evidently made music a study from childhood , i her ac’ing, she 
is said to be perfectly free and unembarrassed, under any circumstances, and pliyi 
with a degree of taste, spirit, and effect, that not only carries her audience with 
her, but draws the whole town to the theatre. How we do want to see htt, Mr. 
Simpson ! 

031 DIT8 IN SPORTING CIRCLKS. 

New Jockey Clubs. —Intelligence has reached us of the organization of tkrm 
new Jockey Clubs within the week past, from which some idea may be formed of 
the unexampled increase of blood stock and the universal popularity with wlucb 
the sports of the Turf are beginning to be regarded in different aeclions of tbs 
country. Probably not less than Thirty new Jockey Clubs have been esublisbed 
'Arithin the last three months, and the fact is one of the highest importance. Ths 
organization of every new club gives increased value to the stock of the breedei 
and the turfman, and we see no reason vv'iv it will not command higher pricei 
than ever ujton the general resumption of business throughout the Union. Nol- 
wiihsUnJing more capital has been invested in breeding since 1839, than tbs 
whole amount previously expended in this country in rearing blood stock, tbs 
supply is still inadequate to the demand. The market for first rate performen Of 
fashionably bred young things of good promise, was never belter than at this mo¬ 
ment. Indeed we question if a first rate tried horse will not command a tti^er 
I price than ever. When could Duane, for instance, have been sold for over $12,5001 
-Mr. Neill has refused $15,000 for Decatur, and it is notorious that $5000 has 
been refused for ten or fifteen 3 yr. old colts and fillies, that have come out this 
Spring. It IS no less true that there are four or five 2 yr. olds within 60 miles of 
this city which wo lid comm md the same price. Messrs. Jackson and Boars- 
MAN, of Alabama, the most extensive breeders, probably, in the Union, have re¬ 
fused this season $270.1 for yearlings, and it is well known that Col. Hamptox. 
Col Crowbll, .Mr Livinostov, Mr Minor, Capt. Duncan, Mr. Peyton, Col- 
WvNN. Coi,. Johnson, and a score of other gentlemen scattered over the Union, 
have foals dropped this Spr.ng which would command the same enormous prices. 

Hon. Alexander Barrow, of St. Francisville, La., has withdrawn LdMcvs^ 
Louisa Haseombe from (he turf, and put them to breeding. Lilac is stinted to 
Imp Skylark, and Louisa to Imp. Leviathan. They \vere both good {lerforoen, 
and Lilac, while in the late Gen. Mabrv’s hands, was never beaten, we believe; 
she liad a remarkable turn of speed, and Mr. B. evinces great good sense in breed¬ 
ing her to Skylark, one of the best Plate horses of his day.

the theatre, where the Mm-1 c ui.c iio.ii, and louud the inierior ot the roof m lull 
bUze. Cm this he iminediittely abrined lus two comrades on duty, and soon after 
ttie chandelier tell through iiiio the liody of the house, breaking all to pieces. 
.\wakened by 'he tmell of the smoke and the shouts of people outside, M. Uarihe, 
treasurer ot the theatre, rushed uito the side scenes, and looking through the cur¬ 
tain, saw all the interior of the upper |>art of the audience division of the building 
m fiamea. He immediately alsnned his wife and servant, the fiortcr and his 
family, and they all escaped. I'he proprietor of the Cafe du Vaudeville had also 
nine to save his mirrors and furniture before the flames rendered any entrance into 
the building dangerous. The peilorincrs arc stated to be generally heavy losers. 
More than 200 families arc thrown out of employment by this calamity. Up to 
the time of our going to press the ruins were still ciuiiting great volumes of smoke, 
and the engine men had not left off working. 

We iHidersland that the theatre was iiiwurcd for about 450,000 francs, in seve¬ 
ral policies, of which 200,000 francs were in the Phoenix company. Thccaiase 
coiiiaining the receipts of the preceding night's representation, as well as the regis¬ 
ters and account books of the theatre, were fortunately preserved, but several of 
the |)erformers, including Messrs. Taigny and llippoliie, and Miuidames Bahha- 
sard and Alb(‘rt, dtc., we are sorry to learn, are considerable lo>ers by the dea- 
Iructioii of their wardrobes. The scenery dtc. has been totally consumed. The 
sparks and burning pieces of wood fell so thickly on the royal stables in the Rue 
St. 'I'homas du lAnitre, and in the courts of that Iniilding, that it was judged fit to 
remove the carnages and horses to a place of safety, which was done without any 
accident occurring. From all that we have been able to learn, no lives arc as yet 
ccriificd to have been lost; seven fircincn are sta'xNl to have been more or less 
severely wounded, and especially a serjeant major of that invaluable corps, but we 
do not hear of any other serious casualucs.

days at Scarborough, was proceeding in his carnage from thence through his 
estate when he accidentally witnessed one of his own tenants ploughing m a fieUI, 
with a chesnut colt foal following the mare which was dragging the plough; h.s 
grace ordered his carriage to be stopped; examined the foal-asceriained its 
^digree-purchased it, and thus became possessed of one of the most forinnale I 
aumals he ever called his own. Of tho other poruons of his stud, many were 
purchased of different parties, though the majonty were the produce of his 
grace’s own stud farm, at Hornby Castle, where he had breeding hovels, paddocks, 
and every requisite convenience, upon the completcst and most perfect scale 
His grace, with a few exceptions of short duration, always had bis own private 
trainer, his horses when young being prepared m his magnificent park adjoining 
Hornby Castle, and afterwards removed for mature work to either llainbleion or 
Middleham. .\mong the several trainers, who have hsd the management of his 
stud, may be enumerated Mr. Francis Jordan, Mr. Bartlc Atkinson.
